Tonight I had a chance to ga|Lnce at y our 10/ 14/67 memo on the 
Butler-Oswald record and I was reminded the enclosures with the records 

/sent them and of a recent copy of "¥i|lags Square” Gary sent. In going 
over all of this at one time it became clear that the assassination made both 
Butler and ISTGA. They were nothing, a failure and out of money when the President 
was murdered. At that point they began an enormous commercialization of the 
assassination as a Communist plot- had they been in Bellas they might have 
prevented it, etc, and in less than three weeks that had a slick-paper house 
organ and began real activity, I have* come to the conclusion no one commercial- 
ized the assassination as completely - or as well - as Butler, 

In the course of scanning this crap hurriedly I became impressed 
with some of Butler’s techniques. He is as unscrupulous as any man I’ve even met.

There he 
slipped and used the identification of "members of INCA" as those who "suggested 
that if there had been an INCA in D lias the tragedy might have been averted. So,
